elections and a primary election dur- 
ng the current year. The first of these 
la the regular or general election at 
which a mayor la to bo oiected for a j 
term of four' years and the entire 
membership of tho Council, nine in 
number, is to be selected. This im- 
portant local election is fixed by the 
State constitution for the second Tues- 
day In June, which this year will be 
Juno 10th. 


No nominations by parties have 


Deen made for this election, the time 
laving expired for the holding of a' 
party primary. 
This does not pre- 
clude nominations being made, how- 
ever, other than through the primary 
method. Two candidates for the may- 
oralty are informally announced. 
Tho primary election, date o£ which 
is fixed by the State primary election 
statute, will be held on the first Tues- 
day in August, this year on the 5th. 
Under the specific terms of the pri- 
mary statute, 
candidates . must file 
their notices of candidacy with the 
Jlerk of the Corporation Court at 
least sixty days before the primary; 
that is to say they must file on or 
before June Gth. Danville voters'will 
participate with the counties of the 
Fifth district in nominating a Demo- 
cratic candidate for the House of Rep- 
resentatives, an office now held by 
Hon. J. M. Hooker, of Patrick, who, it 
is rumored will have a contest for the 
nomination with State Senator M. B. 
Booker, of Halifax, and possibly oth- 
ers as contenders for the nomination. 
The only city official to be nomina- 
ted is the superintendent of public 
utilities, in the event a 
contestant 


files notice of candidacy. It is assum- 
ed that the incumbent, Frank Talbott, 
will again be a candidate. "While he 
has not yet finally and formally so an- 
nounced, it is expected that Eugene H. 
Marshall, formerly president of the 
Common Council under the old bica- 
meral system, will again aspire.
